One day this week, a group of 
men empowered by the will of 
Benjamin Hanover Punchard, 
1799-1850, peered into a delicate 
and expensive measuring device, 
They saw that the Mettler Balance 
they had bought for the high school 
was sensitive enough to record 
that a single human hair weighed 
-00110 grams. Good. For more 
than $700 it ought to be! 

In another room, the Punchard 
trustees, both clergy and laymen, 
looked over the Wang Calculator. 
Its four keyboards, can be used 
simultaneously to program pro- 


blems for mathematical students, 
project pupil enrollments for the 
administration, or population sta- 
tistics for social studies students. 

Good again, This had cost them 
a lot more than the Mettler 
Balance, but since it is an innova- 
tion which enriches and widens the 
high school program, it is an ex- 
tension of the intent of Benjamin 
Punchard’s will. 

Newer residents may wonder 
what Benjamin Punchard’s will 
has to do with educational innova- 
tions at the high school, and why

Donald V. Porter, 135 Chestnut 
St., was appointed the town’s first 
full time dog officer by the select- 
men Monday night, 

Porter will be a full time em- 
ployee of the town and will be 
called upon to implement the 
animal control law - or the dog 
leash law. 

The animal control law was 
approved at this year’s town 
meeting, the leash law at the town 
meeting a year ago. 

Funds were provided at the an- 
nual town meeting this year to 
implement an animal control law, 
which is somewhat more liberal 
than the leash law. This year’s 
town meeting action is awaiting 
approval of the attorney general. 

Regardless of the action by the 
attorney general, last year’s law, 
already approved must be im- 
plemented, thus the necessity of 
a permanent officer, 

Selectman Sidney P. White, 
opposed to the appointment along 
with Selectman William Stewart, 
felt that implementation of the 
provisions could best be per- 
formed by a private contractor. 

White noted that provisions of 
the law approved this year dictated 
that care of the dogs, as well as 
possible veternarian care, would 
have to be provided by the dog 


Special 
Meeting 
Scheduled 


A special town meeting appears 
in the offing for late May, unless 
the selectmen can convince the 
Voke school officials to delay a 
vote to incur indebtedness for an 
addition, 

The Greater Lawrence Regional 
Vocational Technical High School 
committee informed the selectmen 
Monday that they intend to vote on 
incurring the indebtedness for an 
addition this Saturday. 

This means the town must act 
on the matter within 30 days or 
give passive approval to the plan. 

The selectmen Monday night 
agreed to ask that Dr. Albert J, 
Greenberg of the Finance com- 
mittee and Chairman Robert A, 
Watters of the selectmen confer 
with Supt.-Director James Booth 
to see if his committee could delay 
the decision until September, which 
would coincide with the town’s 
scheduled October special town 
meeting. 

The board also decided that it 
should set a date for a special 
town meeting, in case the Voke 
school officials did not coneur 
with Andover’s feelings. 

A special meeting was set for 
May 21, with the date for the 
opening and closing of the warrant 
set for May 5. 

The town approved unanimously 
at the annual town meeting, the 
planned expansion of the school. 
Lawrence also approved the plan, 
but Methuen town meeting re- 
presentatives, rejected the idea. 
North Andover, the only other 
community in the regional complex 
did not vote on the matter after 
Methuen’s rejection. 

Under terms of the legislation 
which provides for the founding 
of the vocational schoo! district, 
the committee may continue to 
vote to incur indebtedness and 
force member communities to act 
on the matter indefinitely.

Dr. Albert J. Greenberg of the 
finance committee, said it was his 
understanding that such costs 
would come out of the pocketbooks 
of the owners of the canines. 

Town Manager RichardJ. Bowen 
said that, as best he could, he had 
made a cost analysis and found 
that town operation would be more 
economical than by private con- 
tract. 

White insisted the private con- 
tract would be better and when the 
vote on the appointment was taken 
he and Stewart disserited. 

White was also opposed to the 
construction of pound off Chandler 
Road as proposed by Bowen. 

The selectmen finally approved. 

Bowen said an architect would 
be obtained to design the pound 
and co-ordinate construction. He 
said he felt it necessary since 
some electrical, heating and 
plumbing work would be neces- 
sary. 

White felt that public works 
employees were able to do such 
work. 

Bowen said that an architect 
was necessary to co-ordinate such 
a project. 

Dr, Greenberg asked that the 
matter be tabled until a perma- 
nent manager is named, but agreed 
that the selectmen could follow up 
on the project even after Bowen 
leaves, 

Also, under terms of the new 
law, a truck must be pur- 
chased for pickup of dogs. 

The law approved this year pro- 
vides for the pickup of unlicensed 
dogs by the dog officer and also 
any dog considered to be a nuisance 
and reported to the officer. 


Fluoride Not 
In Water Yet 


Fluoridation of the town’s water 
supply, as ordered by the Board 
of Health, remains an issue, but 
as yet has not been injected into 
the supply lines. 

Following a court hearing last 
week in which the decision of the 
board of health was upheld, the 
chemical still has not been placed. 

Water Supt. Donald C, Bassett 
said Wednesday he was awaiting 
the arrival of state health authori- 
ties who must supervise the place- 
ment of fluorine into the water 
supply. This was not anticipated 
for a few days. 

Residents of the community had 
applied to the Superior Court for 
an injunction to prevent the town 
from adding the chemical. The 
court validated the injunction, 

Meanwhile petitions are in cir- 
culation asking the town to vote 
by ballot on the issue, 

Several discussions have been 
held on the matter at public 
gatherings, 

The board cf health is em- 
powered to have the chemical, 
supposed to prevent tooth decay, 
placed in the water system and 
so decreed several weeks ago.

graphs of the original Free 
Punchard School, tells the story 
of the Free Punchard School from 
the years before the Civil War 
to the nineteen-sixties. It is a 
story of changing means through 
changing times, but a single con- 
tinuity of purpose - carrying out 
the will of Benjamin Punchard to 
provide for education in the town 
of Andover through a ‘‘free school 
. . . One of the original fine free 
secondary schools of New Eng- 
land, which served as a model to 
other New England towns. It 
changed its means of educating, 
through the nearly 120 years since 
its founding, but never its purpose. 

Characters emerge inthe school- 
boy author’s account, industrious, 
shrewd, public spirited, .some 
stubborn and parsimonious. 

Benjamin Hanover Punchard was 
born in Salem, in 1799, the son 
of a sea captain who was lost on a 
voyage ten years later. Benjamin 
began as a clerk at fifteen, and 
was so shrewd and diligent that 
his work, according to James, 
‘*gained him a partnership in the 
warehouse at the early age of 
twenty years and ruined his health 
for the rest of his life.’? At 27, 
a respectable upper-middle class 
gentleman, his health failed him 
and he moved to Andover to live 
on the proceeds of his invest- 
ments. 

But he continued to invest, 
buying into the two year old An- 
dover Savings Bank, and became 
an investor and partner in his 
father-in-law’s Marland Mills. 
‘Everywhere he went, money 
seemed to spring into his pockets. 
He had, one might say, a green 
thumb.”’ He became truly rich, 
but his health failed again, 

Turning to the higher aspects 
of life, Punchard became one of 
the first investors in the new 
Christ Church in Andover, which 
he joined. 

‘The Christ Church prospered, 
as did all enterprises under the 
aegis of this small, severe man, 
with the high forehead, pallid com- 
plexion, and sparse black hair re- 
miniscent of the Salem Puritans. 
His weak constitution gave way to 
a third and fatal illness in 1849, 
Benjamin Punchard died on April 
4, 1850 in his newly completed 
mansion,”’ 

He left a will that has affected 
free public education in Andover 
ever since, 


Punchard’s will left the residue 
of his property, up to $50,000 
(1850 dollars) to the Town of An- 
dover ‘‘for the purpose of founding 
a Free School.’’ The extraordinary 
powers of discretion he left to the 
eight trustees attest to his far- 
Sightedness, and personal 
humility. He left ittothem whether 
it should be for males only, or 
for both sexes, and what the re- 
strictions as to age and other 
qialifications should be, He only 
insisted, in democratic spirit that 
it should be open to all youths in 
the Parish, that the Bible and the 
Lord’s Prayer bein daily use, 
but no sectarian influence be used. 
His stipulation that three mem- 


bers of the board of trustees be 
the ministers of Christ Church 
Parish, and the parishes of the 
South and West Congregational 
Societies was no doubt to insure 
educated leadership as well as 
varied viewpoints of Christianity. 
His stipulation that the other five 
members of the board be two from 
Christ Parish, two from South and 
two from West Parish insured a 
geographical spread in leadership 
as well as in the student body. 

A special act of the Legislature 
excused the Town of Andover from 
building a secondary school with 
public funds, as a result of 
Punchard’s gift, and the Punchard 
Free School became famous in 
New England. Other free schools, 
in Braintree, and in Derry, N. H., 
were patterned after it, because 
Punchard was the first local 
philanthropist to apply a private 
fund for public educational use.” 


Middle Years 

The burning of the school, in 
1868, brought an end to the 
original Punchard Free School, 
and forced the first of continuing 
changes in the ways and means of 
carrying out the educational in- 
tents of the Andover philanthropist. 
Controversy came also, on whether 
the Andover taxpayers should raise 
money to help rebuild the school, 
on whether public monies should 
help a privately financed school, 
on whether a school with ministers 
from two denominations could be

called ‘‘public” instead of paro- 
chial. After a Supreme Court deci- 
sion on this last, the town of An- 
dover and the trustees eventually 
merged their efforts into the sup- 
port of a ‘‘two-in-one’”’ free public 
school, The Punchard Free School 
trustees paid for some of the 
teachers, the new Punchard High 
School paid others, and both paid 
the headmaster, 

In 1947, inflation of dollars and 
population had shrunk percentage 
of financial support by the 
Punchard Free School Trustees, 
and the trustees found legal support 
for a creative way to continue 
Benjamin Punchard’s educational 
purposes. As James puts it, ‘‘the 
entire approach of the fund was 
changed from the teaching of An- 
dover children to helping the town 
teach.’? The trustees put their 
efforts to providing special gifts 
of equipment or projects needed 
by the school, but beyond their 
budget reach - such as a grand 
piano, or books for the school 
library. 

Trustees of the Punchard Free 
School today, serving under Rev. 
Pike’s chairmanship, are Rev. J. 
Everett Bodge, of South Church, 
Rev. Norman Dubie, of West Parish 
Church, Harry Sellars, secretary- 
treasurer, Malcolm J. Ruhl, 
Arthur Cole, Dr. William Emmons 
and Fred Doyle.

— Is the theme of the meeting of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association to be held this weekend in Boston. 

In a numerical and alphabetical age, this may sound 
somewhat normal, since in many cases the numerical or 
alphabetical identity is known only to its members. : 

In this case, however, the theme presents dangers to 
the state and its communities. 

The close to 1,000 delegates who will be attending the 
meeting this weekend are armed with facts, figures and a 
desire to raise the minimum salary of teachers in this 
state to $7,000. The present mandatory starting salary is 
$5,750. . 

The teachers originally had requested the legislature to 
establish a $7,500 minimum, but were turned down. 

Their campaign for a $7,000 minimum will gain impetus 
this weekend. Top state officials will be at the meeting. 
There is little doubt the educators of the state will urge 
the Governor, and house and senate leaders to pass such 
legislation. 

The MTA and its members have been successful in the 
past in moving the teacher salary minimum up. 

Legislators have proven that they don’t particularly care 
for the taxpayer’s money, having voted themselves a raise 
and also given approval to increases in other departments. 
They also pass legislation, permissive in some cases, to 
allow salary increases for municipal employees. 

We feel the time has come to allow local communities to 
judge how much they should pay educators. 

Andover, at present, has a good teacher salary scale, 
established after long hours of negotiation, through the 
collective bargaining process. 

We further feel that we do not need a group of persons 
assembled in the state house to tell us what we will have 
to pay our teachers. 

We have an elected school committee and a competent 
electorate which can better decide what Andover can pay 
for its educational process. 

Private industry would not survive long, if a state legis- 
lature dictated what it had to pay its employees. 

Educators, with their tenure and other provisions, muni- 
cipal employees with their civil service provisions, we 
think have enough going for them now, 


How much more do we have to supply to the public 
trough? 
“Seven in ’70’’ — is a theme which comes at a very im- 
proper time. 
Salary increases should be based on competence, not 
, directed by a legislature. 


Time For Action 


The policeman’s lot becomes a less happy one nearly 
everyday. 

On the other hand, many recent decisions of the Ud 
Supreme Court have made life ever easier for the law- 
breaker, 

Last week the court, in a 6-2 ruling held that the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution prohibits the taking into 
custody of a suspect for the sole purpose of fingerprinting. 

In a caustic dissenting opinion, Associate Justice Hugo 
Black put into words what a lot of people have been think- 
ing right along. Said Justice Black: 

“I think it is high time this court, in the interest of the 
administration of criminal justice, made a new appraisal 
of the language and history of the Fourth Amendment and 
cut it down to its intended size. Such a judicial action 
would, I believe, make our cities (and towns) a safer place 
for men, women and children to live.’’ 

The average layman finds it hard to understand how, 
when crime is at an all-time high, ‘the nation’s highest 
court repeatedly interprets the law in favor of the criminal. 

The outlook, however, may not be as bleak as it seems. 

President Nixon has asked Congress to appropriate 
more money and to pass new laws for an all-out assault 
on crime in America, 

In mustering additional forces for fighting crime and 
criminals, the president hopes to break the back of the 
Mafia and its widespread syndicates which drain off bil- 
lions of dollars annually in illicit gambling and other 
illegal operations. 


The Congress can do its part by passing new laws 
which will strengthen the effectiveness of law enforce- 
ment agencies and give back to the police some of the 
powers that have been negated by the Supreme Court deci- 
sions,

Complexities Of The Environment 


More and more, people are real- 
izing that you just can’t compart. 
mentalize children’s minds into 
45 minutes of English, followed by 
45 minutes of biology, followed by 
45 minutes of history, followed by 
45 minutes of typing, followed by 
45 minutes of it’s all Greek to 
me. And please do not shove inthe 
hall. 

You just can’t separate science 
and the humanities and the social 
sciences any more ... our world 
is so interlocked that the narrow- 
minded approach is just plain old 
obsolete. 

In the meantime, there is anen- 
vironmental crisis on our hands 
as we pollute water, air, and soil,

And educators are beginning to 
see environmental education as 
the focal point which can unify 
the different disciplines and take 
them out of their time-honored 
artificial niches, 

Suppose you have a scientific 
problem in the field of conserva- 
tion, For example, effluents from 
a certain paper mill create water

viously a scientific problem. You 
analyze what goes into the water, 
what it does when it gets there, 
how it affects the ecology of the 
river, and all the complex chemi§- 
try, physics, biology, and geology 
of the river and their interrela- 
tionships. 

So, how do you clean it up? 
You can determine a scientific an- 
swer ... but suddenly you have 
gotten yourself all tangled up in 
the social sciences, Economics .., 
people’s jobs depend upon that 
paper mill which is making the 
water so dirty. Politics ... one 
faction just wants to keep the 
paper mill happy in town; one wants 
to clean up the water no matter 
what the price; some want tocom- 
promise, but does that just mean 
only half the fish in the river 
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action, how do you get the town to 
put pressure on the paper mill 
to clean up? Again, polities, And 
a new factor, public relations ... 
writing material to be sent to 
townspeople, writing articles for 
the local newspaper, writing let- 
ters to key citizens, photographing 
the river, drawing pictures of what 
the river might look like, if only it 
were cleaned up, And maybe 
reaching up to the national level, 
to influence congressmen. Maybe 
figuring out a way to get a fed- 
eral grant to help the paper mill 
with its clean-up chores, 

So, suppose you as a teacher 
in the local high school give the 
problem of the paper mill and the 
river to your students as an as- 
signment, They’ll learn enough 
about science, social sciences, 
humanities, and life to make them 
understand a part of the complex- 
ities that make up the modern 
world, 

Maybe the problem will even 
give the kids something construc- 
tive to protest about, instead of 
having to rebel with symbolic long 
hair and miniskirts"
